Here briefy what I did Know and which I told you about him; (Ernest lurley 
Is another Grace Walden story — FBI frame all the way). 


Bgre is what I previous mention about Turley: 


a) The FBI arrested Clarence Uaynes, Earle flat lei laid, and Ernest Turley 
for the Laddiona bank robfery. They released Earl Battlefield, Later &arl and ■ 
his relation went to Haynes house and took money out of his basement. Haynes 
common law wife told the FBi that Earl And his relation had came to her house 
and got some money out of the basement (her name v. s Ruby Bright). Earl re- 
lation stated to Ruby to tell the FBI that they could have the money that he 
(did not want to get messed up with the feds. Ktiby told the FBI, but the tbi 
would not go and get the money. In the meantime I was arrested for the st. 
(peters mo. bank robbery. week before i was suppose to go to trial, llaynee ana 
; Turley was supposed to go to ti-ial for the Laddiona bunk roboery. A d^y e- 
fore- Haynes and Turley went to trial, they transfer Haynes to a different d ali * 
'W^ras held downstairs at the St. Charles, Mo. Jail. I was held upstairs at 
; the same jail. The cons told me that the i*'Bi was downstairs rehershing Hayne 
"bn how to Withdraw his plea at the Lust minute and state that xt he had a 
uhanse of heart and say that it was xh.txhiI he who robbed the bank and that 
Turley and I help him. Which he did. This was good pre-trial publicity on

it really look bad on the fedes , rt, boususu they were using this trial -o ge 
pr'e- trial publicity against my trial, i.urshs.l Link stated that he did not know 
whv but the FBI was really mad and h. d them to get Turley as he walk out the 
door a supposely a free man. They had the Sheriff to take him to Laddion.., and 
try him. Marshak Link Stated that They would turn Turley loose over in Laddi- 
ona in a few days, because there only witness Clarence H.-.ynos got caught in • 
neriury£ Since a federal judge and fbi agent s (amoug-them infamgus .si.
